Size  of  Bulbs — Large  bulbs  (L)  are  1% 
inches  in  diameter  and  up  and  are  best 
to  plant  for  maximum  size  bloom;  me¬ 
dium  bulbs  (M)  are  %  inch  to  1%  inches 
in  diameter  and  will  bloom  but  bloom  will 
be  smaller  than  from  L.  bulbs;  Small  (S) 
bulbs  are  under  %  inch  and  cannot  be 
depended  upon  to  make  bloom  although 
many  of  them  will. 

Our  Guarantee — If  any  bulbs  bought 
from  us  are  unsatisfactory  in  any  way 
we  will  replace  them  or  refund  purchase 
price. 

Time  of  Shipment — Spring  shipments 
start  about  March  15th,  weather  permit¬
